| LUXOR, Egypt, Feb. 13.—The 
correspondent of the Associated 
Press was the first newspaper man 
admitted today to view the gor- 
geous. mummy case of Tutankh- 
amen, which was disclosed yester- 
day by the raising of the massive 
lid of the sarcophagus. 

At the first view of this magnifi- 
cent golden coffin, with the face, 
shoulders, breast and arms of the 
Pharaoh standing out in boldest 
relief on the metal, one realized 
that this discovery was indeed an 


event in the annals of Egyptology. 

Nothing has ever been found in 
Egypt before resembling this co- 
lossus of gold with its strangely 
natural, oddly captivating face and 
supreme dignity of line. The only 
parallel one can call to mind is the 
great stone effigy carved on the 
lid of the sarcophagus of Meren- 
ptah, the reputed Pharaoh of the 
Exodus. 

The sight of the sheets of gold 
gleaming on the mummy case of 
Tutankhamen tells its own tale of 
the reward that awaited the enter- 
prise of the ancient tomb robbers 
and readily explains why, of all the 
sepulchres of Egypt’s old rulers, 
only Tutankhamen’s has been in- 
violate. 


Like a Great Golden Idol. 


When the correspondent entered 
the tomb he found a sheet of glass 
laid across the open sarcophagus 
beneath the cracked granite lid 
which hung from its tackle’ some 
three feet ahove. The first sight 
of the dead King’s effigy was over- 
whelming. It might have been a 
huge golden idol. An incredibly 
bizarre effect was lent by the solid, 
folded head dress, the long curved 
golden beard, the thickness of a 
ship’s cable and the gigantic flail 
and crook grasped in the great 
hands.

NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—President 
Coolidge, speaking last night before 
the National Republican Club, 
promised immediate and unshrink- 
ing prosecution of the oil land lease 
cases, appealed for national and bi- 
partisan support for tae Mellon tax 
bill, called for assistance for agri- 
culture from all resources of the 
country, and defended the sale of 
arms to Mexico. 

The chief executive also reiter- 
ated his opposition to soldier bonus 
legislation, declared there was some 
promise of a European settlement, 
and asserted the United States 
stood ready to join with other na- 
tions ‘in further limiting armament 
whenever there appears to be rea- 
sonable prospect of agreement. 


The address, which was made at 
the Lincoln Birthday dinner of the 
club, was the first Mr. Coolidge has 
made outside of Washington since 
he became President. In many re- 
spects it was an elaboration of his 
message to Congress. 

The Oil Scandal, 
The President devoted much at- 


tention to taxation and agriculture, |’ 


but in conctuding turned to the 


sensation of the present time—the 
oil land lease investigation. 

“Lately there have been most 
startling revelations concerning the 
leasing of Government vi! lands,” 
he said. “At the revelation of greed 
making its subtle approaches’ to 
public officers, of the prostitution 
of high place to private profit, we 
are filled with scorn andl indignua- 
tion. We have a deep sense of hu- 
miliation at such gross betrayal of 
trust, and we lament the undermin- 
ing of public confidence in officiat 
integrity. But we can not rest with 
righteous wrath; still icss can we 
permit ourselves to give way to 
cynicism. * * ® 

“We propose to follow the clear, 
open path of justice. There will 
be immediate, adequate, unshrink- 
ing prosecution, 
to punish the guilty and to protect 
every national interest. In this 
effort there will be no politics, no 
partisanship. It will be speedy. It 
will be just. I am a Republican, 
but I can not on that account 
shield anyone because he Is a Re- 
publican. I am a Repubiican, but 
I cannot on that account prosecute 
anyone because he is a Democrat. 

“IT want no hue and cry, no min- 
gling of innocent and guilty in un- 
thinking condemmation, ro confu- 
sion of mere questions of law with 
questions of fraud and corruption. 
It is at euch a time that the qual- 
ities of our citizenry is terted—un- 
relenting toward evil, fair-minded 
and intent upon the requirements 
of due process, the shield of the in- 


nocent and the safeguard of society 
‘itself. 


I ask the support of our peo- 
ple ag chief magistrate intent on 
‘the enforcement of our laws with- 
'out fear or favor, no matter who is 
hurt or what the consequences.’

| PREFER EXE 
TO MURDER THA 


Deputy Constable Indicted 
for the Killing of Charles 
O’Neal, Washington 

Hotel Bar Owner. 


Exile from 8t. Louis appears to 
have been chosen by Deputy Con- 
stable James P. Miles Jr., in pre- 
ference to returning here and fac- 
ing the first-degree murder indict- 
ment resulting from the drunken 
and wilful killing of Charles 
O’Neal, proprietor of the Washing- 


ton Jiotel bar. 

Up to last evening, when the 
grand jury returned the indict- 
ment, some police officials be- 
lieved that @#files would return, not 
later than last night, to face the 
charge. The killing of O'Neal oc- 
curred in the hotel bar a week ago 
yesterday afternoon. 

Description Sent Out. 

Since he did not appear, the be- 
lief now is that he will remain 
away as long as he can Avoid de- 
tection and arrest. Miles’ descrip- 
tion has been sent to other cities, 
but the search for him is rendered 
less effective by the lack of. a pho- 
tograph which the police can send 
out. Although Miles had been ar- 
rested several times, and was once 
suspected of robbery and once of 
assault to kill, he was never photo- 
graphed for the Rogues’ Galiery— 
a fact which police officials have 
explained by saying he always got 
out on bond too soon to be photo- 
graphed. 

No matter how long Miles may 
remain away from St. Louwis, the 
charge of murder will be standing 
against him when he may return 
or be brought back. There is no 
statute of limitations as to the 


ural limitations, such as the death 
or departure of witnesses, which 
sometimes make it possible for 
such exiles to return, and go free 
after a period of detention. 

The murder indictment was 
voted at 6:30 p. m., after the grand 
jury had spent the afternoon in 
hearing testimony. 

Taxi Drivers Heard. 

The manager of the Washington 
Hotel was the first witness; then 
the two taxicab drivers who drove 
Miles, one west to Delmar boule- 
vard and Clara avenue, and the 
other east to a saloon on Taylor 
avenue, were heard. 

Rudolph Schaefer, O’Neal’s part- 
ner in the bar, who was in the 
room at the time of the fatal 
shooting, was the fourth witness 
called, and he was questioned at 
length. He showed great nervous- 
ness before entering the grand 
jury room, but he appeared to be 
more at ease after he had testified. 

The police and the Circuit At 
torney have believed that Schaefer 
was affected by r of punish- 
ment, in that he said at first that 
only ‘O'Neal, Miles and himself 
were in the bar at the time of the 
shooting, but in testifying at the 
Coroner’s inquest he said that two 
other men, whom he did not know, 
were present. The presence of the 
other men would tend to make the 
evidence against Miles less defi- 
nite, especially as Schaefer said he 
only heard, and did not see, the 
actual shooting. 

Others Who Testified. 

Police investigators and persons 
who saw Miles leaving the hotel, 
gave most of the remaining testi- 
mony. Constable John Byrne, who 
had been named among those to be 
summoned, was not present.

KING’S MUMMY CASE 
IS FOUND IN COFFIN 
OF TUTANKHAMEN

whose name holds a high place in 
the annals of Egyptology: Prof. 
Percy E. Newberry, acknowledged 
authority on ancient Egypt; Prof. 
Pierre Lacau, head of the famous 
Cairo Museum; Gecerge Foucart 
and H.’E. Winlock, both of whom, 
like Howard Carter, are practical 
diggers; Albert M. Lythgoe, cura- 
tor of the department of Egyptoi- 
ogy of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, New York, and Dr. Robert 
Mond, well known as an excavator, 
and®who at present is conducting 


excavations in the tombs of the 
nobles. 

These men formed the bulk of 
the critical spectators, who pres- 
entiy were to be thrilled to almost 
speechliessness by what the coffin 
of Tutankhamen revealed. 


When all had assembled in the 
tomb, Carter turned to the. tall, 
swarthy figure of the Egyptian 
Secretary of State for Public 
Works, and requeste permission 
to begin the work of raising the lid 
of the coffin. This was imme- 
diately granted. 


148 Raised With Pulleys. 

~ “Gentlemen,” said Carter, “we 
are going to raise the lid of the 
sarcophagus and we hope to find 
the King within.” So saying he 
placed himself at one of the ropes 
running through pulleys suspended 
above either end of the coffin, at- 
tached to four iron clamps grip- 
ping the corners of the lid, and 
with four white-clad native fore- 
men at the other ropes the work 
began. — agfinte 

Slowly and swayingly, but with- 
out noise or mishap, so carefully 
had the work been prepared for, 
the lid came up. Once or twice 
when -one side rose higher than 
the other, the lid had to be low- 
ered again, so that in all the oper- 
ation lasted a full haif hour. 


At last a halt was called and the 
lid remaining suspended a good 
three feet above the coffin. Carter 
was the first to glance within. He 
saw only a mags of dirty brown 
cloth, strangely billowing up., It 
was a tense moment. The 20-odd 
men were for the first time in his- 
tory written in the annals of their 
science gazing upon the inviolate 
tomb of a King of ancient Egypt. 
Alf those discovered before had 
been plundered by robbers. What 
the age-stained cloth concealed was 
the question uppermost in the 
minds of all »resent. 

Carter and an assistant bent 
over the coffin and, starting from 
the foot, began to roll up the veil 
Slowly and carefully they went 
about their work. At first a 
blackened mass appeared. Then 
came a glimpse of gold, and as the 
covering was drawn off there was 
disclosed before the amazed and 
enthralled gaze of the little group 
of guests a huge golden figure of 
the King. 3 

For the first time in over 30 cen- 
turies light struck into the sar- 
cophagus—not the yellow lamp 
light under which the Pharaoh was 
buried, but the steely white giare 
of the powerful electric arc lights. 
It was as though a great golden 
man lay buried there. There lay 
the effigy of the King, a biaze of 
gold, molded in high relief, like @ 
crusader on the tomb, in sheets 
of solid gold upon the mummy case 
shaped to the form of the mummy 
within. 

Work of High Artistic Merit. 

The King was shown wearing 
the “Nems” or folded headdress 
seen on the Sphinx, and in the cen- 
ter of which in lapis lazuli was the 
sacred cobra, side by side with a 
hawk’s head. Framed in the gold- 
en folds of the wig-like headdress, 
Tutankhamen’s face appeared; it 
was that wistful, beautiful boyish 
face which is seen so often in the 
hunting scenes adorning: his char- 
jots, his bows, his boxes and his 
chairs, with gleaming eyes of 
strangely lifelike, ®& 
slender. finely curved nose, an ex- 
quisitely carved, sensitive mouth 
and a chin adorned with the tradi- 
tional curving beard. ; 

The artistic merit of the work 
was designated by those who saw 
it as of the highest description, 
eclipsing anything hitherto dis- ) 
covered in this tomb, which has 
been so rich in artistic master- 
pieces of the eighteenth dynasty. 

. The dignity of the figure of the 
King is superd, with the arms 
crossed on the breast, the right 
hand grasping the crooked sceptre, 
the sign of sovereignty, and the 
left a flail, symbol of dominion. 
The hands are beautifully modeled. 


Beneath the crossed arms down the |

Situation on Bucas Island 
So Critical’ That Gen. 
Wood Will Make Per- 
sonal Investigation.

MANILA, Feb. 13.—Eighteen 

“fanatics” have 
been slain by constabulary riflemen 
on the islands of Bucas, Surigao 
and Leyte since the first little bat- 
tle on Aucas Island a few weeks 
ago. er each killing, new fa- 
natical bolonren appear like 
sprouting dragons’ teeth. 

The situation is now such that 
Governor-General Wood will leave 
Manila the end of this week for a 
personal tour of investigation. 

The renewed strength of the fa- 
natics is probably explainable on 
the ground that relatives of the 
slain, who are not adherents of 
the strange faith, take the field in 
an attempt to avenge their dead 
kinsmen. 

Col. Bowers moved this morning 
with 300 riflemen, who have al- 
ready deeply tasted blood, against 
400 Colorums. The  “fanatics’”’ 
stronghold is near Socoro Moun- 
tain. Bowers’ force has two ma- 
chine guns, in addition to moun-, 
tain pieces, and will bombafd the 
stronghold before beginning the 
assault. <A fearful slaughter of the 
fanatics is anticipated, owing to 
the fact that few if any have 
rifles. 

Students of Malayan psychology 
believe that conditions will grow 
worse and regret that the constab- 
ulary was unable to capture the 
ringleaders of the movement at 
the outset, without killing so many 
hundred ignorant follawers.

The 
mummy case. which fits fairly 
closely within the sarcophagus ap- 
pears to stand on a wooden sleigh 
on which, in so many mural pic- 
tures in the tombs of kings, ‘the 
royal mummy is depicted as being 
dragged for burial. 

Contrary to expectations, no 
wreaths were found, barring a pa- 
thetic little chaplet of discolored 
and withered flowers, encircling 
the cobraand the hawk’s head in 
front of the real headdress. 

Those who were privileged to 
witness the historic scene were 
fairly overcome by the beauty’ and 
brilliance of the find.

The necessary observance of 
these principles requires, at the 
present time, that a lerge amount 
of attention should be given to 
agriculture. This is an interest on 
which it is estimated that more 
than 40,000,000 of our people are 
directly or indirectly dependent. 
It represents an investment sever- 
al times as large as that of all the 
railroads of the country. It has 
an aggregate production of over 
$8.000.000,000 each vear. Yet 
with all these vast resources of 
production and consumption, and 
the vast purchasing power for 
the producis of the farm, which 
is represented by the prosperity 
our industry and commerce, 
with here and there an excep- 
tion, agricuiture as a whole lan- 
guishes. 


of 


Production has outrun the 


power of distribution and con- 
sumption... The farm population 
is not increasing, but the irm- 


proved methods of tillage and in- 
ventions in farm machinery bave 
all contributed to increase 
per capita output. It is in this 
direction that the agricul+ura] 
schools and colleges have placed 
their major emphasis. ‘Their 
education has been subsiantially 
all on the side of improved meth- 
ods of production and none on 


the 


the side of distribution, con- 
sumption and marketing. 
When there is a difficulty 


which affects so large a popuia- 
tion, so large an area, and so im- 
portant an interest as that of ag- 
riculture, it is distinctly a nation- 
ai question. It scarcely needs to 
be pointed out that agriculture 
is of vital importance to our 
country. It is the primary source 
of sustenance, enterprise, indus- 
try and wealth. Everyone ought 
to know that it is basic and fun- 
damental. Without ea healthy, 
productive and prosperous agri- 
culture there can be no rea! na- 
tional prosperitr. It is perfectiy 
obvious that there is something 
radically wrong when agriculture 
is found in its present state of 
depression at a time when manu- 
facturing. transportation and 
commerce are on the whole in a 
remarkable state of prosperity. 
No one would deny, I suppose, 
that industrially 


we are very 
fiourishing. Every standard by 
which prosperity is measured. 


whether it be production. move- 
ment of freight. corporate earn- 


ings, emplorment of labor or 
bank clearings, all point to the 
same conclusion Disregarding 


the abnormal war-time condition, 
for every important enterprise 
gave agriculture the year 1922 
undoubtedly holds the record. 
Earnings have been very greatly 
increased, and except here and 
there as in the case of some rail- 
roads must be looked upon with 
a great deal of satisfaction. 

But agriculture hes eniy par- 
revived. Its position has 
improved and the returns 
for the year are neariy 30 per 
cent im excess of two years ago. 
Fut the great food stapier do not 
sell on a parity with the products 
of industry. Their average price 
is little above the pre-war ievei, 
while manufactures are about 50 
per cent higher. The farmer is 
not receiving his share. 

The result has been a decrease 
in the value of farm lands, the 
choking of the evenues of credit 
with obligations which are worth- 
less or Goeubtfiul. the foreciorure 
of mortgages. and the suspension 
of a iarge number of banks. To 
thie Gepression there have been 
other contributing causes, but the 
main difficulitvy hase the 
price of farm produce

Should Make Sacrifice.” 


Very likely you are wondering 
whys agriculture should be dis- 
cussed here in this metropolis. 
(ine reason is that 1 want to em- 
phasize as foercibiy as porsibie 
your very intimate dependenre 
upon agricultural welfare. That 
great interes! cannot be affected 
without the necessity of your be- 
ing affected. The farm is one of 
the chief markets for the indus- 
tries of the nation. You have a 
direct economir and financia! in- 
terest. Tou cannot long presper 
with thet great population and 
great area in distress. Tou haere 
s political interest. The people 
of thease numerous states cast an 
enormous infivence upon the 
making of the laws by which rou 
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are governed. Unsound economic 
conditions are not conducive to 
sound legislation. The farm has 
a social value which cannot be 
overestimated. It is the natural 
home of liberty and the support 
of courage and character. In all 
the nation it is the chief abiding 
place of the spirit of indepen- 
dence. I do not need to dwell 
upon the mora! requirement for 
the equitable distribution of 
prosperity and the relief of dis- 
tress by the application of every 
possible and sound remedy. This 
problem is not merely the prob- 
lem of the agricultural sections 
of our country; it is the problem 
likewise of industry, of transpor- 
tation, of commerce and of bank- 
ing. 

I bring it to you because I 
know that in part it is your prob- 
lem. I have already encouraged 
organization and co-operative 
marketing that organized agri- 
culture may cope with organized 
industry. I have promoted tar- 
iff investigations for increased 
rates on wheat. I have extended 
relief through the War Finanoe 
Corporation and the Federal re- 
serve bank system. 

I shall not now discuss the de- 
tails of legislation or enter upon 
a presentation of peculiarly agri- 
cultural remedies. I made spe- 
cific recommendations in my 
message to Congress, and there 
are bills pending for carrying 
my suggestions into effect. What 
I am most anxious to impress 
upon the prosperous part of our 
country is the utmost necessity 
that they should be willing to 
make sacrifices for the assistance 
of the unsuccessful part. I do 
not mean that any unsound de- 
vice like price fixing. which I op- 
pose, because it would not make 
prices higher but would in ‘the 
end make them lower, it would 
not be successful] and would not 
prove a remedy, but I do mean 
that the resources of the coun- 
try ought to come to the support 
of agriculture. The organization 
recently perfected to supply 
money and management for the 
larger aspects of agriculture 
ought to have your srmpathetic 


and active support. I am giad 
financial America is moving in 
that direction. It will be less 


work and less expense for you to 
meet this situation in that war, 
for you will meet it; vou wil] be 
affected by its economic, politi- 
cal, and mora! results. 


of the Tax Burden. 


When an examination is made 
io ascertain some of the causes 
of these conditions, among the 
first which suggest themeelves is 
the amount and the method of 
national] taxation. Out of an in- 
come of about %$60,000,000,000 
fhe people of this country pay 
nearly $7.500,.000,000 in taxes, 
which is over $68 for every in- 
habitant of the iand. Of this 
amount the national govern- 
ment collects about $3,200,000,- 
000 and the state and local gov- 
ernments about %$4.300,000,000. 
As a direct burden this is a stu- 
pendous sum, but when it is reai- 
izeqg that in the course of our 
economic life it is greatly aug- 
mented when it reaches the con- 
sumer in the form of the high 
eost of living, its real significance 
begins to be appreciated. The 
national and lecal governments 
ought to be unremitting in their 
efforts to reduce expenditures 
and pay their debte. This the 
national government is earnestly 
seeking to do. The war cost of 
more than $40.000,000,000 is - 
mi 


ready nearly half paid. 
the disordered currencies of the

wasie and discard every unneces- 
gary expense. ‘ 
Every reasonable effort has 
been made to secure the liquida- 
tion of our internetional debts. 
The largest. which was thet of 
Great Britain. and which 
amounted with accumulated in- 
terest to $4,600,000,0900. hase been 
settied cn terms that proride for 
ite payment over a period of €2 
vears. interest rune at 3 per cent 
until 1923 ané after that 3% per 
cent. Thies calle for paymenia in 
the hmmediate future of over 
$160,000,000 2 year. They heve 
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the option to pay us in our own 
bonds, and in its practical work- 
ing this agreement does not in- 
volve cash payments to this coun- 
try, but simply a mutual cancel- 
lation of debts. The funding of 
the British debt was one of the 
greatest of international financial 
transactions. It had its effect on 
business confidence, which was 
world wide. It demonstrated the 
determination of a great empire 
faithfully to discharge its inter- 
national obligations. In this re- 
epect it was much more than a 
financial transaction, it was an 
exhibition of the highest type of 
international honor. It showed 
that the moral standards of the 
world were going to be. main- 
tained. 


Why 25 Per Cent 


Surtax Was Proposed. 

All of this has laid the founda- 
tion for saational tax reduction 
and reform. In time of war fi- 
nances, like al! else, must yield 
to national defense and preser- 
vation. In tiine of peace fi- 
nances, like all else, should min- 
ister to the general welfare. Im- 
mediately upon my taking office 
it was determined after confer- 
ence with Secretary Mellon that 
the Treasury Department should 
study the possibility of tax re- 
duction forthe purpose of secur- 
ing relief to all taxpayers of the 
country and emancipating busi- 
ness from unreasonable and 
hampering exactions. The result 
was the proposed bill, which is 
now pending before the Congress. 
It is doubtful if amy measure ever 
received more generous testi- 
money of approval. Opposition 
has appeared to some of its de- 
tails, but to the policy of im- 
mediate and drastic reduction of 
taxes, so arranged as to benefit 
all classes and all kinds of busi- 
ness, there has been the most 
general approbation. 

These recommendations have 
been made by the Treasury as 
the expert adviser of the Gov- 
ernment. They follow, in their 
main principle of a decrease in 
high surtaxes, which is only an- 
other name for war taxes, the 
views of the two preceding Sec- 
retaries of the Treasury, both of 
them Democrats of pronounced 
ability. They are nonpartisan, 
well thought out, and sound. 
They carry out the policy of re- 
ducing the taxes of everybody, 
especially people of moderate in- 
come. They give to the coun- 
try almost a million dollars ev- 
ery working day. 

The proposed bill maigtains 
the fixed policy of rates grad- 
uated in proportion to the ability 
to pay. That policy has re- 
ceived almost universal sanction. 
It is sustained by sound argu- 
ments based on economic. social, 
and moral grounds. But in taxa- 
tion, like everything. else, it is 
necessary to test a theory by 
practical results. The first ob- 
ject of taxation is to secure reve- 
nue. When the taxation of large 
incomes is approached with this 
in view, the problem is to find a 
rate which will produce the lerg- 
est returns. Experience does not 
show that the higher rate pro- 
Guces the larger revenue. Expe- 
rience is all the other way. When 
the surtax rate on incomes of 
$300,000 and over was but 10 per 
cent, the revenue was about the 
same es it was at 65 per cent. 
There is no escaping the fact that 
when the taxation of large in- 
comes is excessive, they tend to 


diszppear. In 1916 there were 
206 incomes of $1,000,000 or 
more. Then the high tax rate 


went into effect. The next year 
there were only 141, and in 193 


but 67. In 1919 the number de- 
clined to 63. In 1920 it fel] to 


23. and in 1921 it was fdrther re- 
duced to 21. JI am not making 
any argument with the man who 
believes that 65 per cent ought 
to be taken away from the 
$1,000,000 income, or 68 per 
cent from a $5.000,000 income: 
but when it is considered that in 
the effort to get these amounts 
we are rapidly approaching the 
point of getting nothing at afi. it 
is necessary to look for a more 
practical method. That can be 
Ggdone only br a reduction of the 
high surtaxes when viewed so/-e-

This will not be done if 
the rewards of such action are 
very largely taken away by tax- 
ation. 

If we had a tax whereby on the 
first working day the Govern- 
ment took 5 per cent of your 
wages, on the second day 10 per 
cent, on the third day 20 per 
cent, on the fourth day 30 per 
cent, on the fifth day 560 per 
cent, and on the sixth day 60 per 
cent, how many of you would 
continue to work on the last two 
days of the week? It is the same 
with capital. Surplus income will 
go into tax-exempt securities. It 
will refuse to take the risk in- 
cidental to embarking in busi- 
ness. This will raise the rate 
which established business wil! 
have to pay for new capital, and 
result in a marked increase in 
the cost of living. If new capital 
will not flow into competing en- 
terprise, the present concerns 
tend toward monopoly, increas- 
ing again the prices which the 
people must pay. 

The high prices paid and low 
prices received on the farm are 
directly due to our unsound 
method of taxation. I shall illus- 
trate by a simple example: A 
farmer ships a steer to Chicago. 
His tax, the tax on the railroad 
transporting the animal, and of 
the yards where the animal! is 
sold, go into the price of the an- 
imal to the packer. The packer’s 
tax goes into the price of the 
hide to the New England shoe 
manvfatturer. The manvfactur- 
er’s tax goes into the price to the 
wholesaler, and the wholesaler's 
tax goes into the price of the 
hide to the New Engiand shoe 
manufacturer. The manufactur- 
er's tax goes into the price to the 
wholesaler, and the wholesaler’s 
tax goes into the price to the re- 
taller, who in turn adds his tax 
in his price to his purchaser. Bo 
it may be said that if the farmer 
ultimately wears the shoes, he 
pays everybody's taxes from the 
farm to his feet. It is for this 
reason that high taxes mean a 
high price ievel, and a high price 
level in its turn means difficulty 
in meeting world competition. 
Most of all, the.farmer suffers 
from the effect of this high price 
level. In what he buys he meets 
domestic costs of high taxes and 
the high price level. In what he 
selise he meets world competition 
with a low price level. It is es- 
sential, therefore, for the good 
of the people as a whole that we 
pay not so much attention to the 
tax paid directly by a certain 
number of the taxpayers, but we 
must devote our efforts to reliev- 
ing the tax paid indirectly by the 
whole people.

Impossible im Practice. 

Taken ahogether, I think tt is 
easy enough to see that I wish to 
include in the program a reduc- 
tion in the high eurtax rates, not 
that emall incomes may be re- 
quired to pay more and large in- 
comes be required to pay jess, but 
that more revenue may be se- 
eured from large incomes and 
taxes on esrmall incomes may be 
reduced: not because 1] wieh to 
relieve the wealthy, but because 
I wish to reLeve the country. 

The practical working out of 
the proposed schedules it best 
summarized by the Treasury «x- 
perts, who find that $92,000 000 
a year will be saved to those who 
have incomes under $6000; $572.- 
000,000 to those who have ine 
comes between $6000 and $10.- 
600. and that less than 2 per 
cent of the proposed reduction 
vould acerue to those who have 
incomes of over $190.000. A mar- 
rie@ man with two children, hayv- 
ing an income of $4000, would 
have his tax reduced from $28 to 
$145.75: heving $5000. from $66 to 
$238.22. having $6000. from 4126 
to S72: having $8000, from $276 
to £144: and having $10,000, 
from $456 to $224. 

In order to secure these resuite, 
the administration bill proposes 
to reduce the tax on earneé in- 
come 26 per cent, and the perma! 
tex on unearned income aiso 26 
per cent. This would apply to 
ati incomes <«like. great and 
gmail, and would provide genera!’ 
and extensive relief Further 
reductions would be secured by 
increasing the amount of imeome, 
exem py. from eurtexzes, from 
$6000 to $10,000. Such surtanes 


increase progressively until on 
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incomes of $100,000 or more they 
reach the maximum of 25 per 
cent, which, with the normal tax 
of 6 per cent, make large incomes 
pay in all 31 per cent. It.is also 
proposed to repeal many trouble- 
some and annoying rates, such as 
admission taxes and sales taxes, 
the existence of which is reflected 
in the increased cost of doing 
business and the higher prices 
required from the people. 

That is the tax measure which 
has been proposed, and which 
has my support. Because I wish 
to give to all the people all the 
relief which it contains, I am.op- 
posed to material alteration and 
compromise. It is about as far 
removed as anything could be 
from any kind of partisanship. 
At least, I do not charge that 
there is any party or any respon- 
sible party leadership that ad- 
mits it is opposed to making tax- 
es low and in favor of keeping 
taxes high. But the actions and 
proposals of some are lidble to 
have just that result. I stand on 
the simple proposition that the 
country is entitled to all the relief 
from the burden of taxation 
which it ie possible to give. The 
proposed measure gives such re- 
lief. Other measures which have 
been brought forward do not 
meet this requirement. They have 
the appearance of an indirect at- 
tempt to defeat a good measure 
with a bad measure. You have 
heard much of the Garner p 
Brought forward to haye somm- 
thing different, it purported 4% 
relieve the greatest number of 
taxpayers. It gave not the slight- 
est heed to the indirect effect of 
high taxes, or to the aproaching 
drying up of the source of reve- 
nue and consequent failure of the 
progressive income tax, or to the 
destruction of business initiative. 
It is political in theory. When the 
effect of its provisions was esti- 
mated, it meant a lose of revenue 
beyond any expected surplus. It 
is impossible in practice. The 
people will not be misled by such 
proposals. It is entirely possible 
to have a first-class bill. I want 
the country to have the best there 
is. I am for it because it will re- 
duce taxes on all classes of in- 
come. 1 am for it because it will 
encourage business. I am for it 
because it will decrease the cost 
of living. I am for it because it 
is economically, socially and mor- 
ally sound.

But this question goes ceeper 
than that. I am aware that some 
men made money out of the war. 
Many of them lost what they 
made, but not all. No doubt 
there are some such who are juat- 
ly to be criticised for greed and 
selfishness. Unfortunately they 
would not pay the bonus. it 
would have to be paid by the 
country. I have already under- 
taken to demonstrate that taxes 
are paid by the great masse of 
the people. It is necessary to con- 
sider whether there be ahy moral 
justification for placing’ al! the 
people under this great burden, 
in order to pay some money to 
a@ part of the people, many of 
whom do not want it and are 
offering pronounced objection to 
it. -A very large bedy of service 
men do not want the bonus, and 
object to being taxed in order 
that it may be paid. Their re- 
quest is entitied to just as much 
confideration as the request of 
those who do want it. They are 
just as eager now to save their 
country from financial disaster 
as they were formerly to save it 
from military disaster. They are 
entitied to bé heard. This ques- 
tion ought to be decided in ac- 
cordance with the welfare of the 
whole country. 

No one doubts the patriotism 
of those who advocate the bonus, 
No one denies that the country 
owes a debt which it never can 
pay to those who were in the 
service. Their disabilities rust 
be récompensed, their health re- 
stored, their dependents support- 
ed; all at public expense. They 
are entitled to the highest honor. 
But the service they rendered 
was of such a nature that it can- 
not be recompensed to them by 
the payment of money. America 
was not waging war for the pur- 
pose of securing spoils. The 
American soldier did not enter 
the service for the purpose of se- 
curing personal gain. 

American Aid in 
European Financing. 

I have lately undertaken to de- 
fine the outline of the foreign 
policy of the present Govern- 
ment. Nothing has oceurred 
since my Message to the Congress 
that requires any change in that 
policy. The prospect. of a Kuro- 
pean setilement, however, has 
arisen which holds some promise. 
Three Americans of outstanding 
and well seasoned ability have 
been called to give their expert 
astisteance tnd advice. They do 
not represent our Government. 
Their omy official standing comes 
from their being agents of the 
Heperation Commission. Yet 
they cannot help being Ameri- 
cans, and will bring to their 
probiem not the point of view of 
the American Government, but, 
what may be more effective, the 
point of view of the American 
mind. 

Without doubt any settlement 
would call for a Muropean fund- 
ing and financing, which would 
be+ of doubtful success -without 
American participation, The ex- 
port of such capital as is not re- 
quired for domestic business, and 
which the American people feel 
can be profitably done, having 
in view the financial returns, en- 
largement of our trade and the 
discharge of the moral obtige- 
tion of bearing our share of the. 
burdens of the world, entirely in 
accordance. with the cholce of 
our own independent judgmént, 
ought to be encouraged. 


Our Government does not 
want war anywhere. lt wants 
peace everywhere. It does not 


look with sympathy upon the 
manufacture or sale of arme and 
munitions by which one country 
might make war upon another 
country. It recognizes, however, 
that every Government must 
necessarily maintain some oulti- 
tary establishment for national 
defense and the policing of ite 
own domain. For such inciden- 
tal purposes there could be little 
oriticiam if our Gevernment or 
private interests, having the nec- 
essary equipment, should turniah 
it. But it te ae traffie which we 
wish to discourage, rather than 
encourage. We do not vbelleve in 
great armaments. Kepeciathy 
are we opposed te anything like 
competitive armaments. White 
the present time does not appear 
propitious for « further effort at 
Limitation. should «a European 


settlement be accomplohed, 
something might be hoped for in 
that direction. The United 


Siater stands ready to join with 
the other great Powers. when- 
ever there appears to be peasonse- 
bie prospect of agreement, in a 
further lisattation of competitive 
armaments.

Those 
outside began hammering on the 
door, and when I still refused to 
open, about 25 shots were sent fly- 
ing through the panels. I could 
hear them whizz by. 

Windows Shattered. 

“I rushed upstairs, assisting a 
nurse who had been in the hallway, 
and ordered all-unarmed visitors 
up also. Shots now began shat- 
tering the windows upstairs, and 
we had to take the patients from 
their beds ang place them on the 
floor to keep them from being 
shot. It seemed to me a constant 
ring of flame come pouring from 
the guns of those outside. They 
had already shot out the street 
lights. 

“The shooting continued for 
about half an hour. At one time 
I thought the attackers had forced 
their wav inside, as I saw smoke in 
the hallway, but it proved to be 
from the guns of the men inside. 
There were only about half a dozen 
of these men with arms, and I 
don’t think they fired more than 
that number of shots.
